Construction 
Bids WiU Be 
Sought Shortly 


Cellblock Completion 
Expected By Sept. I 
For First Prisoners 


LISBON—A power shovel was 
biting into the frozen turf on a 
N. Market St. tract today, excavat­ 
ing for the new Columbiana County 
Jail for which ground breaking 
ceremonies were held Tuesday in 
the midst of a young blizzard. 
County officials will advertise 
next month for bids for construc­ 
tion, contracts may be let by 
March I and it is hoped to have the 
main cellblock far enough along to 
house the first prisoners by Sept. I. 
County commissioners and offi­ 
cials watched as Albert Zigler of 
Gavers, county shovel operator, 
lowered the bucket to start t h e 
grading preparatory to construc­ 
tion of the $250,000 prison. 
“The job was started earlier 
than originals planned so as to 
furnish fill for road building, and 
we expect to save $2,500 to $3,000 
on the cost of the jail.” W. A. 
Hunston of East Palestine, presi­ 
dent of the commissioners, de­ 
clared. 
Some 1,500 cubic yards of t h e 
low grade soil will be hauled to 
the east side of the village where 
county crews are building a short 
road. The proximity of the two 
projects will mean a considerable 
saving, according to Charles Sny­ 
der, county engineer. 
First to go in the excavation 
process will be the gray stone wall 
bordering the north and east of the 
120-by-180-foot lot. 
The huge, hand-hewn stone was 
installed when the last county jail 
was erected in the Mexican War 
era. Condemned by the state, the 
jail was razed in 1939. when it was 
declared a fire hazard. 
The stones will be saved a n d 
used as headwalls for 
culverts, 
Snyder said. 
The rich, black topsoil will be 
piled aside until time for 
land­ 
scaping the plot. 
The north side of the lot will be 
cut down to street level and pro­ 
posed terraces will reduce 
t h e

Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica War 
Threat Fades 


Surrender Of 3 0 0 
Rebels Apparently 
Ends Revolution 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica W* — 
The threat of bloodshed between 
neighboring Costa Rica and Nic­ 
aragua subsided today after 300 
Costa Rican rebels surrendered to 
internment in Nicaragua. An In­ 
ter-American Peace Commission 
postponed a planned Washington 
trip to finish its conciliation job. 
The retreat of the insurgent rem­ 
nants across the Nicaraguan fron­ 
tier apparently marked the defi­ 
nite end of the two-week-old Costa 
Rican revolution. It came after the 
San Jose government ordered its 
troops into the now abolished neu­ 
tral zone along the border-with 
Nicaragua to hunt rebel holdouts. 
Nicaraguan President Anastasio 
Somoza said earlier any insurgents 
crossing the border would be jailed 
in 
Managua. 
Their 
internment 
made unnecessary any advance by 
Costa Rican troops to the fron­ 
tier, risking a clash with Nicara­ 
guan border guards. 
Jose Mora of Uruguay, president 
of the Council of the Organization 
of American States, said in Wash­ 
ington that the rebels’ retreat ‘‘is 
good news since it means the end 
of a threat” of fighting between 
Costa 
Rican 
a n d 
Nicaraguan 
forces. 
But in Managua, Teodor Picado 
Sr., exiled ex-President of Costa 
Rica, 
predicted ‘‘there will be 
many more revolutions” if neces­ 
sary to oust the government of 
President Jose Figueres. Picado 
said his son Teodoro Jr., West 
Point - trained field commander of 
the rebel force, “ won’t give up.” 
The younger 
Picado’s 
where­ 
abouts were not known in San 
Jose. 
The internment of insurgents 
crossing the border was announced 
by Nicaraguan foreign 
minister 
Oscar Sevilla Sacasa in a tele­ 
phone call here to Luis Quintanilla 
of Mexico, chairman of the peace 
commission sent by the OAS.

BONN, Germany ie—Chancellor

tions and a peace treaty for all 
Germany. 
The government made this state­ 
ment following a Cabinet meeting 
to consider the significance of the 
Russian announcement yesterday. 
‘‘The Soviet declaration,” the 
statement said, “ means practical 
progress toward the reestablish­ 
ment of normal relations between

Evacuation To Begin 
When Congress OK*s 
Presidents Request 


TAIPEH, Formosa UP*— Although 
Nationalist Chinese officials won’t 
say so. there is no question but 
that Chiang Kai-shek’s forces will 
abandon the Tachen Islands. 
Reliable sources said today the 
many problems involved have been 
worked out at conferences between 
Nationalist and American officers. 
Planning has reached the stage 
where the operation can begin 
whenever the signal is given. 
Formal announcement appears 
to await only congressional approv­ 
al of President Eisenhower’s rec­ 
ommendations. 
The sources said the evacuation 
would be a joint operation, under 
the over-all command of Vice Adm. 
Alfred M. Pride, commander of 
the U.S. 7th Fleet. His flagship, 
the cruiser Helena, is now at the 
north Formosa port of Keelung. 
The English-language C h i n a 
News 
reported 
that 
some 
300 
planes of the 7th Fleet conducted 
maneuvers north of Formosa yes­ 
terday. 
The newspaper, quoting what it 
called reliable sources, said the air 
show was considered here to be a 
“ show of strength to tell off the 
Reds.” 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from the 7th Fleet. 
Nationalist four-engine bombers 
attacked 
Yikiangshan 
I s l a n d 
through a curtain of antiaircraft 
fire in the predawn darkness today 
and caused extensive damage, offi­ 
cial reports said. 
Other bombers 
ranging 
more 
than 30 miles northeast in the Yu- 
shan Island area sank a 1,500-ton 
Chinese Red warship, the reports 
said. 
The official Central News Agen­ 
cy said the total lack of Commu­ 
nist activity yesterday might mean 
the Reds are preparing for a 
l^rge-scale attack on one or more 
of the Nationalist’s island outposts. 
The agency said there was no 
indication yet that the Reds would 
be deterred by President Eisen­ 
hower asking congressional author­ 
ity to secure and protect Formosa, 
tile Pescadores and “ related posi­ 
tions and territories.** 
There never has been any serious 
question about the Nationalists’ 
acceptance of the plan to evacuate 
the Tachens, 200 miles north of 
here and 20 miles off the Red 
mainland. 
Two of the islands are within 
artillery 
range of Yikiangshan. 
The latest air strike at Yikiang­ 
shan presumably was intended to 
suppress Communist guns which 
might hinder the evacuation of the 
Tachens. 
But Nationalist officials didn’t 
want to give the impression they 
were eager to abandon any of the 
island outposts. 
Although the evacuation is all 
set, including deployment of a 
powerful 7th Fleet force “ at the 
ready,” certain formal steps must 
be taken before it gets under way. 
These steps include final con­ 
gressional approval of Eisenhow­ 
er’s request for authority to use 
“the armed forces of the United 
States if necessary to assure the 
security of Formosa and the Pes­ 
cadores,’* a formal offer of U.S. 
air and naval forces to assist 
Chiang Kai-shek in the redeploy­ 
ment of his forces, and Chiang’s 
reply, 
which is 
certain to 
be 
acceptance. 
About 15,000 regulars and guer­ 
rillas will be evacuated. The 15.000 
civilian inhabitants will be given 
their choice, and most are expect­ 
ed to ask for evacuation. 
Prem ier O. K. Yui has gone into 
all phases of the Tachen situation 
with his Cabinet. 
The Cabinet considered Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower’s 
message 
on 
Formosa and, sources said, found 
itself in the curious position of 
harmony with the Reds on one 
point—opposition to a cease-fire. A 
source said the Cabinet discussed 
ways of opposing any United Na­ 
tions move for a cease-fire. 
Sources said there are 30,000 Na­ 
tionalists on the Tachens, about 
half soldiers and guerrillas and the 
rest civilians.

Wilson Sees 
Little Change 
In Military 


Defense Chief Tells 
Congress Of Forces 
Plans ‘Short Of War’ 


WASHINGTON (^-Secretary of 
Defense Wilson told a concerned 
Congress today he sees no need 
for any “ important changes” in 
United States armed forces “ short 
of war.” 
Wilson, 
appearing 
before 
the 
House Armed Services Committee 
to report on American military 
strength, made no mention in pre­ 
pared remarks of the mounting 
tension over Red Chinese threats 
to Formosa. But the Formosa sit­ 
uation loomed large in the back­ 
ground. Also scheduled to brief 
the lawmakers was Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
The House yesterday approved, 
409-3, a resolution endorsing acts 
of war, if President Eisenhower 
thinks them necessary, to defend 
the 
Chinese 
Nationalist 
island 
stronghold from the Reds. The 
Senate was expected to follow suit 
in a day or so. Eisenhower asked 
Congress for the authority in a 
special message Monday. 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga> of the 
Armed Services Committee told 
newsmen the briefing by Wilson 
and Radford had been scheduled 
some time ago and was not specif­ 
ically prompted by the Formosa 
problem. 
In his statement, Wilson said, 
“We must be prepared, in line 
with our collective security re­ 
sponsibilities, to come rapidly and 
effectively to their (Allied nations’) 
assistance . . . in the event of 
aggression short of general w ar.” 
Wilson said he did not expect 
Russia “to take action during the 
next few years that w'ould delib­ 
erately precipitate another world 
conflict.” 
But Communist aims 
are unchanged, he said, and a 
“conflict might arise through mis­ 
calculation on their part.” 
“ I cannot at this tim e,” he add­ 
ed, “ foresee any important reduc­ 
tion in the military establishment 
nor in the total annual military 
expenditures of the Department of 
Defense below the present levels, 
nor do I see any need for any 
important increases short of w ar.” 
The defense secretary discussed 
in 
general 
administration 
pro­ 
grams which he said would put 
American 
armed 
forces 
in 
a 
“qualitatively improved state of 
readiness for an indefinite period 
of tim e.” 
Wilson said continental defense 
and “effective retaliatory power” 
have been given “ high priority.” 
Next year’s program, he said, 
“lays 
particular 
stress 
on the 
utilization of nuclear energy in 
military operations . . . and (in) 
the development 
of 
operational 
guided missiles to meet the urgent 
requirements of our air defense 
and retaliatory forces.” 
The 
continental 
defense 
pro­ 
gram, 
Wilson 
said, 
is 
being 
“pushed with all practical speed” 
and he predicted early develop­ 
ment of improved radar, piloted 
and pilotless planes of all ranges 
and better antisubmarine devices.

Freeing Of Fliers 
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Shippingport Bridge 
Bill Given To House 
Rep. William B. Smith and Rep. 
Charles D. Stone of Beaver Coun­ 
ty have introduced in the House 
of the Pennsylvania Legislature a 
bill to appropriate $5 million to 
construct an Ohio River b r i d g e 
near Midland to Shippingport. A 
similar bill was presented at the 
last session.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. W— 
This week’s developments regard­ 
ing Formosa have d ^ lt a blow to 
hopes at the United Nations for 
the early release of 17 Americans 
held in Red China. 
They also have lessened chances 
that the Security Council can act 
effectively to bring about a cease­ 
fire order in the Formosa area, 
or that the 60-nation General As­ 
sembly might act in the dispute. 
This appraisal came today from 
fully informed quarters who, de­ 
clining to be identified, made no 
secret of their discouragement.

Criminologist Finds 
‘Few Things’ Probing 
In Murder Residence 


CLEVELAND UR — Dr. Paul L. 
Kirk* 
University 
of 
California 
criminologist, declared, “The Shep­ 
pard case is not closed,** as he 
prepared to return to the West 
Coast today after spending three 
days investigating the July 4 m ur­ 
der of Marilyn Sheppard. 
He said his private investigation 
was ‘‘going along satisfactorily,” 
and added: 
“ I found a few things.** 
Dr. Kirk, who declined to elab­ 
orate, was hired by defense attor­ 
neys to make the investigation. He 
spent an hour yesterday at county 
jail with Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard, 
convicted of second-degree murder 
and sentenced to life in prison. 
Dr. Kirk said he had conducted 
extensive scientific tests in the 
comfortable lakefront home where 
the 31-year-old pregnant woman 
was clubbed to death. Much of his 
work, he said, was in the Bay 
Village socialite’s blood-spattered 
second-floor bedroom. 
He said he was taking some phy­ 
sical evidence—presumably m ate­ 
rial found at the house—with him 
to Berkeley, Calif., where he will 
make laboratory tests. He had 
been denied permission to take 
along any items introduced as evi­ 
dence in Sheppard’s 10-week trial 
and now held by the county prose­ 
cutor. 
He called the Sheppard family 
forthright” 
in 
answering 
h i s 
questions, and added: 
“They aid not hold back any­ 
thing; they told me things they 
had not discussed among them­ 
selves.” 
In his interview with the 31-year- 
old convicted osteopath, Dr. Kirk 
said Sheppard “suggested things 
to look into in making the inves­ 
tigation.”

409-3 Vote 
Backs Policy. 
Of President 


Senators Expected To 
Approve Resolution 
By End Of This Week 


WASHINGTON (A*) — Vigorous. 
House approval spurred the Sen­ 
ate today toward completion of 
congressional endorsement of a 
Formosa 
defense 
policy 
under 
which President Eisenhower could 
order acts of war. 
The 409-3 House vote yesterday 
came within 27 hours after the 
President had made his request 
for a resolution giving advance ap­ 
proval for any military action Ei­ 
senhower holds necessary to keep 
Formosa, the Pescadores and oth­ 
er unnamed areas out of Chinese 
Communist hands. Formosa is the 
seat of Chiang Kai-shek’s Chinese 
Nationalist government. 
“ A remarkable unity. , . in the 
interest of the nation’s security,” 
the President said of the House 
action. His comment was relayed 
through White House press secre­ 
tary Jam es C. Hagerty. 
In the Senate, approval of the 
resolution by the Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services committees 
was required before it could act 
officially. 
Chairman George (D-Ga) of the 
Foreign Relations Committee pre­ 
dicted the resolution would clear 
that group during the day. He said 
he expected overwhelming Senate 
approval this week. 
Sen. Russell (D-Ga), chairman 
of the Armed Services Committee, 
joined in predicting committee ap­ 
proval today. 
There were signs of uneasiness 
on the part of some senators, how­ 
ever, over aspects of the closed- 
door testimony by members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Sen. Sparkman (D-Ala), for ex­ 
ample. said that as he interpreted 
the testimony, Army Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway approved of the ob­ 
jectives in the President’s request 
“but he apparently doesn’t want 
Quemoy included” in any Formosa 
defense ring. 
“He doesn’t want to put man­ 
power on the continent of Asia,** 
Sparkman told a newsman in ref­ 
erence to Ridgway’s position. “ He 
regards Q u e m o y as the same 
thing.” Quemoy, about three miles 
from the mainland, lies off the 
big port of Amoy.

Asiatic Friendship 


These are perilous times Tor the long-term 
fricll^ship with Asia that has been America s 
fixed goal throughout the 20th century. 


The term s of friendship can be undermined 
mdre seriously now than they were undermined 
w’hile the United States and Japan were at war 
with each other. 


They can be undermined more seriously than 
they were during the war in Korea. On those 
occasions, the United States intervened to curb 
the m ilitary ambitions of powers not identified 
with the aspirations of the Asiatic hordes on 
the mainland. 
* 


But if the United States becomes involved in 
China’s civil w ar in such a way as to incur 
the ill will of the Chinese and the m istrust of 
other Asiatics living on the mainland, it will 
sacrifice all the progress it has been able to 
m ake in the 20th century. 
In 1899, John Hay. then secretary of state, 
affirm ed what was to become the “ open-door” 
policy for China. Its aim and effect was to for­ 
bid the colonial pow’ers of Europe to divide a 
helpless country into areas for selfish exploita­ 
tion. 
Thanks to American intervention, the Chinese 
were 
guaranteed 
the 
right 
to 
m aintain 
sovereignty — to collect their own tariffs and 
conduct their own affairs. Most reluctant of 
the colonial powers of the day to give the 
Chinese these rights was Russia — the same 
Russia whose nationalist ambitions in Asia now 
are cloaked by the doctrine of Communism. 
Only the United States has a proper claim 
to Asiatic friendship. It is the only non-Asiatic 
power that never has practiced either conquest 
or exploitation in Asia. Yet. it is the United 
States that now is in danger of a m isrepresenta­ 
tion of motives that could make hundreds of 
millions of Asiatics dislike it tot generations to 
come. 
The preoccupation of the moment is the mili­ 
tary security of Formosa, which is a m atter of 
only tem porary intereest. The preoccupation of 
the 20th century, as far as Americans are con­ 
cerned, is to win the confidence of Asiatics in 
the long-range intentions of the one great power 
that always has tried to help them move for­ 
ward — that never has tried to push them 
backward. 


Adjustment Of Postal Rates 


Discussion of postal rates in the new Con­ 
f e s s wrill revive the sam e argum ents that have 
handicapped the Post Office D epartm ent for 
years. Postm aster General Summ erfield’s re­ 
quest for higher rates has opened the discus­ 
sion . 
One argum ent that could be dispensed with 
to everybody’s benefit is that postal service 
should pay for itself. That is out of the ques­ 
tion. If the service were performed by private 
enterprise, rates w’ould have to be much higher 
than they ever will be allowed to go w'hile 
postal service is handled by government. 
But neither is there any m erit to the argu­ 
ment that rates must be kept unnaturally low 
because handling the mail is a government 
service. The government is entitled to recover 
a reasonable share of the cost fit postal serv­ 
ice from persons and organizations making the 
greatest use of the service. It is not equitable 
to make taxpayers bear all the burden of rising 
postal costs. 
Postal service can stand improvement. Postal 
workers are entitled to better pay. Users of the 
mail are entitled to a larger share of the tech­ 
nological progress they have learned to expect 
from other communications services that have 
raised their charges to offset their costs. 
It is pointed out by the Post Office D epart­ 
m ent that a one-cent increase on the first 
ounce of first - class mail would yield about 
237 million dollars a year. Since 75 per cent of 
all first-class mail is for business use. this cost 
would be borne largely by profit-making enter­ 
prise.

Life sentences without hope of parole were 
given this week to Jack Koslow and Melvin Mitt- 
m an. two of the four Brooklyn youths brought 
to justice after the thrill-killing of a helpless 
vagrant. 
The other two boys, Jerom e Lieberman and 
Robert Trachenberg. were not directly im plicat­ 
ed in the vagrant’s m urder. They will be dealt 
writh on other charges standing against the quar­ 
tet. These include assaults on helpless men and 
beatings adm inistered to girls. 
Koslow was the leader of the boys: at 18. he 
was the oldest. From childhood on. his behavior 
had been so conspicuously unnatural that his 
family, teachers, employers and psychiatrists 
who were called in for advice all expected some 
tragic result. Yet. nothing was done to avert 
?t. Nothing could be done. 
Koslow was perm itted to move about freely, 
is if nothing ever had been found wrong with 
his mentality. He was perm itted to influence 
other youths and ultim ately to ruin their lives. 
to say nothing of the suffering he caused to 
wholly innocent persons whose paths happened 
to cross his. 
There will be a day — and before the end 
of this century — when it will seem incredible 
th at persons known to be capable of bestiality 
once were perm itted to roam at large.

MacArthur Celebrates 75th Birthday 


The celebration of Gen. Douglas 
M acArthur’? 75th birthday, with fit­ 
ting ceremonies, at Los Angeles, 
will for m any re-open the cam ­ 
paign in Con­ 
gress 
to gain 
for the general 
t h e acknowl­ 
edgm ent which 
he deserves by 
bestowing upon 
him the title of 
“General 
o f 
t h e Armies.” 
Bills to that ef­ 
fect have 
al-

ready b e e n 
introduced in Congress. 
It is not astonishing that Gen. 
M acA rthur^ judgm ent concerning 
the Korean War should "have prov­ 
ed to have been so correct. After 
all. he has devoted so much of his 
long life to the F ar E ast and to a 
study of the various peoples which 
compose the East Asian complex. 
Douglas M acArthur, as a soldier, 
could not understand fighting a 
w ar with the intent of losing it. 
That, in effect, was w'hat he was 
instructed to do in Korea. 


HE COULD NOT win that war 
as long as M anchuria rem ained a 
sanctuary for the Red Chinese who 
cam e in not as volunteers but as a 
thoroughly equipped and adequate­ 
ly led arm y. 
On this subject. MacArthur him­ 
self said, during the fighting: 
“ Never before has the patience 
of man been more sorely tried 
nor high standards of hum an be­ 
havior been more patiently a n d 
firm ly upheld than during t h e 
course of the Korean campaigns. 
From the initiation of the North 
Korean aggression against the Re­ 
public of Korea until the total de­ 
feat of the North Korean arm ies, 
support from the Communist Chi­ 
nese from behind the privileged 
sanctuary of neutral boundaries 
was open and notorious and all- 
inclusive. . . 
“ The existing situation u n d e r 
which the United Nations Com­ 
mand is confronted with a new and 
fresh and well trained and equip­ 
ped enemy of vastly superior and 
ever increasing numbers initiating 
an entirely new w ar to cover the 
North Korean defeat, results large­ 
ly from the acceptance of m ilitary 
odds without precedent in history— 
the odds of permitting offensive 
a c t i o n 
without 
defensive 
retaliation. . 


DESPITE HIS experience a n d 
competence.

His very presence 
in Asia was a diversion from the 
Roosevelt - Hopkins, Truman-Ache-

events and conditions in the F ar 
E ast should not be perm itted to 
lessen our concern for Europe. 
It was M acA rthur^ preoccupa­ 
tion with Asia which brought upon 
his head the enmity of the British, 
particularly of Winston Churchill. 
But M acArthur was right. No 
m atter what is done by this coun­ 
try or by G reat Britain or by the 
United Nation* to minimize Asia 
as the central continent of this his­ 
toric period.

IT HAS ALWAYS been Gen. Mac- 
A rthur’s concept that the next era 
of history is Asia’s. Daily it is be­ 
coming clear that it cannot be 
otherwise. 
M acArthur’* birthday is being 
celebrated while the fight over the 
Tachens becomes a tense interna­ 
tional problem with the United 
States not knowing precisely what 
to do about it. 
Had M acArthur bombed the Man­ 
churian santuarv in 1951, t h e r e 
could be no such problem today, 
for the Red Chinese would not suf­ 
fer the self-glorification of having 
defeated Am erica’s greatest gen­ 
eral in a war.

Formosa Plan Designed To End Aggression 


For the first time since Decem­ 
ber 1941, a president of the United 
States has formally requested au­ 
thority from Congress to use the 
arm ed forces of the United States 
in a specific situation involving al­ 
ready existent hostilities. 
It m ay truly be said that the 
President has acted to prevent a 
war rather than to bring one on. 
And, if there is a calm ing down 
of the situation in the F ar E ast in 
a few days, the world may witness 
a dram atic vindication of the phi­ 
losophy 
expressed 
so 
often 
by 
statesm en of courage that the best 
way to deter an aggressor gov­ 
ernm ent is to let it know clearly 
and explicitly in advance that you 
will resist. 
The Congress is ready to support 
the joint resolution overwhelming­ 
ly. This in itself is a dem onstra­ 
tion not only of national unity but 
firm ness in 
a 
crisis. 


THE REPUBLICANS naturally 
follow their party leader, while the 
Democrats are saying that t h e 
chief executive already has ample

Eisenhower might have spoken 
in person to Congress instead of 
transm itting his written request by 
m essenger to both houses, but it 
was stated in his behalf that he 
didn’t want to over-dramatiz.e the 
occasion and give the impression 
that this was like other instances 
in history when a request for war 
powers was being made. Still it 
would have been better if the Pres­ 
ident 
had 
adressed 
Congress, 
especially since later in the same 
day he posed before 
the 
news­ 
reels and television cam eras and 
read half the text of the m essage 
anyway. 
The wording of the document is 
of transcendent im portance as a 
precedent. Careful examination of 
its phrases will reveal that provid­ 
ing “ m ilitary and economic sup­ 
port to the Chinese Nationalist gov­ 
ernm ent” is only one of several 
reasons for the step. Prim arily the 
objective is to protect the inter-1 
ests of the United States. 
The Republic of China, with its 
capital of Formosa, 
has 
invited 
American aid and when any gov­ 
ernm ent requests 
aid 
from 
an­ 
other, it is in accord with inter­ 
national law’ to come to its sup­ 
port. 
The 
resolution. 
however, 
states that the move is designed 
to resist an arm ed attack, which, 
“ if continued, would gravely en­ 
danger the peace and security of 
the West Pacific area.” It goes on 
to say that “ the secure possession 
by friendly governments of t h e 
W estern Pacific island chain, of 
which Formosa is a part, is essen­ 
tial to the vital interests of the 
United States and all friendly na­ 
tions in or bordering upon the P a­ 
cific Ocean.” 


THIS MAKES clear the case for 
a specific defense of the United 
States by protecting its outlying 
areas. For. in an age of airpower. 
it is vitally im portant that bases 
thousands of miles away f r o m 
one’s own continent s h a l l be in 
friendly hands lest an attack by 
air be launched from those bases. 
President 
Trum an 
recognized 
this principle when he ordered the 
U.S. Seventh Fleet to protect For­ 
mosa in June 1950 when Ameri­ 
can forces joined with other na­ 
tions in a United Nations com­ 
mand to resist aggression in North

» Korea. Many observers feel that 
Trum an should have gone to Con­ 
gress after that act of intervention 
to secure ratification of what he 
had done.

THE TRUTH IS that in an em er­ 
gency a president can act on his 
own, but he is morally bound to 
go to Congress for confirmation if 
the hostilities continue or are en­ 
larged a? they were in Korea. 
Eisenhower promised the Am er­ 
ican people in his 1952 campaign 
that he would consult Congress be­ 
fore taking any steps that might 


lead to war. He is making good 
that premise. 
The 
people’s 
representatives 
have a right and duty to join with 
him. especially since the Constitu­ 
tion gives Congress alone the pow­ 
er to declare war. 
Certainly, if there’s time, it’s al­ 
ways better to go to Congress, and 
there is no reason why a presi­ 
dent in a developing crisis — these 
incidents rarely 
happen without 
some warning — cannot ask Con­ 
gress in advance for contingent au­ 
thority.

Slates Suspect Road Plan

In a previous article I described 1 
some of the unsound financial pro- 
posals m ade by Gen. Clay’s Ad­ 
visory Committee on a National 
Highway Program as they were 
pointed out by Sen. Byrd. 
There rem ain to be noted some 
of the other objectionable features 
of this plan which concern prin­ 
ciple, practice, and general justi­ 
fication. 
The principle of statie and local 
responsibility is well established in 
this country, despite the steady in­ 
vasion of the domain of the states 
through federal grants in aid over 
the past three decades. We were 
told by candidate Eisenhower in 
1952 that the time had come to 
stop that invasion. 
The Clay plan, however, would 
be the biggest invasion of the 
states that we have had since the 
Civil War. It would forever ce­ 
ment the hold of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent upon the gasoline tax and 
probably, by raising it to cover 
the vast federal expenditures in­ 
volved. would m ake it dificult for 
the states to m aintain their own 
gasoline taxes at the present levels. 


POLITICIANS in the states will 
be quick to promise lower taxes 
and reduced expenditures on high­ 
ways. The Clay plan had no soon­ 
er been m ade known than Gov. 
H arrim an dem anded the return of 
IO million dollars from the Thru­ 
way Authority to the State Treas­ 
ury for other purposes. 
Citizens everywhere — farm ers, 
workers, business proprietors, and 
others — will demand that as long 
as good old Uncle Sam will build 
roads, he ought to build schools, 
prisons, and poorhouses. 
I have examined the Clay report 
m ost carefully and without avail 
to find a clear-cut definition of 
what part of the highway building 
will be regarded as federal and 
w'hat will rem ain to the states. 
If, as is implied, the federal in­ 
terest in this vast outlay of money 
is m ilitary, the federal interest 
ought to be to m ake the transition 
from one state to another easier 
by improved connecting links and 
also to fill in. with wise improve­ 
ments, spots in the interstate sys­ 
tem where traffic is now' difficult. 
Those places are through thickly 
populated ’areas and through na­ 
tural barriers such as mountains. 
The straightaw ay highways now 
in existence in most states pro­ 
vide no problem of congestion. 


ON 
THIS 
POINT 
I 
am 
not 
speaking by hearsay or theory. I 
have, since 1946 traveled o v e r 
interstate highways an average of 
20.000 miles a year in pursuing 


my trade as a com m entator on 
national 
affairs 
and 
problems. 
Those tours have included 12 coast- 
to-coaat jaunts. 
The m ap included in the Clay re­ 
port which shows the places where 
this federal money is to go is a 
fantastic m isrepresentation of real 
needs. 
Over one stretch in the Midwest 
where the report proposed a four- 
lane highway I wrote on a type­ 
w riter in the front seat for five 
straight hours while my companion 
drove at an average legal rate of 
from 50 to 60 miles an hour, just 
last sum m er. It was in a well- 
settled state on a Sunday, when 
traffic is at a maximum. 


I COULD MULTIPLY such testi­ 
mony endlessly. There are v e r y 
bad spots indeed, such as t h e 
highway through the Big H o r n 
Mountains between the Black Hills 
and Yellowstone Park, or f r o m 
G rant's Pass, Oregon, into the Cal­ 
ifornia redwoods 
But the states 
have already done a wonderful job 
since 1945 and will continue if they 
are required to do so. 
But if you would ask the poli­ 
ticians in the states concerned, 
they will not tell you what you 
can learn by driving over the high­ 
ways. They will tell you what they 
want you to believe. I wonder if 
the Clay group drew their con­ 
clusions from observation or from 
interested parties. 
The Clay plan, of course, w i l l 
enormously stim ulate the salivary 
glands of every politician in the 
United States.

Residents of St. Clair Ave. from 
North Side to the city limits were

The 1954 program called f o r 
widening, resurfacing and addition­ 
al storm sewers in the stretch be­ 
tween Princeton Ave. -And the city 
limits at Cain St. The city offered 
to pay a flat $10,000 for its share 
of the work instead of the cus­ 
tom ary 2 per cent plus the cost of 
intersections. 
Plans to resurface the street in 
1952 also were allowed to die. At 
that tim e Council considered two 
alternatives to improve the same 
stretch. 
They called for $46,000 to widen 
the street to a uniform 22 feet 
and resurface it with 2*6 inches of 
blacktop or $54 to add two m ore 
feet to the width over the whole 
stretch, in addition to the resur­ 
facing.

Officials See 
Need Of New 
Ohio River Span 
CINCINNATI Uh—Ohio and Ken­ 
tucky highway officials are agreed 
that another bridge should be built 
across • the Ohio River here.

jects into one new section and pro­ 
vided they “shall'’ be taught. 
But in the amendments offered 
during its progress through the 
Legislature, one changed “shall” to 
“may.” 
The 
commission 
has 
recom­ 
mended this be c h a n g e d to 
“shall.” The school committee is 
dedicated to the required teaching 
of basically fundamental, tradi­ 
tionally sound and legally recog­ 
nized courses of instruction. 
The proposal would amend the 
section concerning graded courses 
of study in the schools. The present 
law reads in part "In such graded 
courses of study there may be in­ 
cluded the study of following sub­ 
jects . . . ” 
The subjects referred to include 
health and physical education, first 
aid. safety, fire prevention, the his­ 
tory of the United States and Ohio, 
the language arts, mathematics, 
natural science and the fine arts. 
The group wants the w o r d 
“shall” inserted in the place of 
the word “may.” 
The section now means that not 
one single subject is required by 
law in elementary schools and only 
one subject required by law in all 
high schools, according to th e 
DAR. 
The DAR is particularly con­ 
cerned with the teaching of his­ 
tory 
and 
government 
in 
th e 
schools. The backing of the pro­ 
posed change is in line with the 
national program. 
Mrs. Delmar T. O’Hara of the 
Wellsville Bethia Southwick Chap­ 
man, presented the resolution back­ 
ing the change at the state con­ 
vention in Canton last March.

Atomic Plane 
Plants Urged 


Air Croup Proposes 
‘Unceasing Effort’ 


WASHINGTON 
‘The National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronau­ 
tics urged today “unceasing effort” 
toward development of atomic pow­ 
er plants for airplanes. 
The reward would be “nonstop 
supersonic flight to any point on 
the face of the earth and return,” 
said the committee, the top federal 
air research agency. 
NACA said with that as a goal, 
industry, the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, the military services and 
NACA itself are taking part in 
“vigorous, sustained attacks” on 
tremendous technical problems to 
be solved. The world’s first nu­ 
clear-powered submarine, the Nau­ 
tilus, is now undergoing opera­ 
tional tests. 
In a letter submitting the com­ 
mittee’s annual report to President 
Eisenhower, NACA Chairman Jer­ 
ome C. Hunsaker noted that the 
agency’s appropriation for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year is 52 million dol-; 
lars, and that it has asked for 
about 60 million for the next fiscal 
year. 
“The current trend toward level­ 
ing off expenditures for scientific 
research in aeronautics is forcing 
hard decision to slow down or to 
defer indefinitely research projects 
essential to the timely develop­ 
ment of new weapons,” said Hun­ 
saker, a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology scientist. 
“It is now wise to accelerate 
scientific progress. In the long 
run, scientific research is the best 
insurance that there will be ‘value 
received’ from the country’s whole 
aircraft program.” 
The NACA, appointed by the 
President, coordinates the nation’s 
aeronautical research. It operates 
a number of laboratories. 


Jeweler Makes Profit 
Selling Baseball Stock 
CLEVELAND (J*—Sam Deutsch 
sold more than IOO shares of 
Cleveland Indians stock yesterday 
at $1,000 a share, making a profit 
estimated at around $60,000. 
The jeweler had purchased some 
of the shares at $100 each and 
some at $600 each. His last buys 
were at the time a group headed 
by Ellis Ryan moved out to the 
club ownership. 
Deutsch. head of the Rudolph 
Deutsch Jewelry Co., said all his 
sales were to Clevelanders. He re­ 
marked that he “had the opportun­ 
ity to realize a nice profit at a 
time when I could use the money.” 
He had held about 120 shares and 
still retains some. Just exactly how 
many he sold is not known.

President Improves Before TV Cameras 


I’m still not at all sure that the 
televising of all presidential press 
conferences is a good idea. But the 
first experimental one telecast last 
week offered a 
very 
interest­ 
ing, 
informa­ 
tive and warm 
glimpse of a 
man who has 
c e r t a i n l y 
l e a r n e d 
a 
whale of a lot 
about this sort 
of thing in the 
last two years. 
For those of 
us who were in Chicago for the 
Republican National Convention in 
1952, where Eisenhower was cut­ 
ting his political eye teeth, it hard­ 
ly seemed like the same man. In 
Chicago, and later during the cam­ 
paign, Eisenhower — on any sort 
of ad lib situation — used to get 
himself involved in some of the 
confoundedest sentences you ever 
heard, syntactical jungles 
which 
ended in midair and seemed to 
have no meaning. This was when 
he was talking about things 
he 
knew very little about. 


BUT AS THE PRESIDENT’S 
area of information has increased 
the prose s t y l e and delivery 
have been polished and sharpened 
to an astounding degree. Ike’s sen­ 
tences now march 
bravely 
and 
crisply to their measured ends and 
only once — talking about the ac­ 
complishments of the Republican 
administration — did he get into a 
sentence that needed a little edit­ 
ing. That’s a remarkable achiev- 
ment. 
What we saw on our screens 
was, of course, edited and I ex­ 
pect it will always have to be that 
way. After all the President of the 
United States could get his country 
into serious difficulty by a slip of 
the tongue, particularly discussing 
foreign relations, 
and 
both 
the 
President and the country ought to 
be protected. 
Actually, the editing seemed to 
be not even as severe as that done 
to Groucho M arx’s quiz show and 
for almost the same reasons — 
to make a better show. 


THE EISENHOWER charm has 
ripver been displayed to better ad­ 
vantage — at least never on tele­ 
vision, to my knowledge. The Pres­ 
ident seemed very relaxed and at 
ease and only once, when he was 
being queried about the Ladejinsky 
case, did he betray any irritation. 
The questions roamed all over 
the place, from the Tachens to 
taxes, and I think everyone was 
quite a lot better informed about 
the accomplishments and intentions 
of his government. Sometimes the 
responses got a little cloudy but 
then there never has been a presi­ 
dent who didn’t have to retreat 
into generalities once in awhile. 
When the idea of televising press 
conferences first came up a couple 
of years ago, there was quite a lot 
of talk (some of it, I’m afraid, con­ 
tributed by me) that this sort of 
thing would make hams of all the 
reporters. 
It 
didn’t 
seem 
to, 
though. The questions were pro­ 
pounded in many regional accents 
and dialects, giving the viewer the 
warm feeling that this was a very 
large country but a very closely 
knit one.

Dr. D. C. Grover, 
Lawyer, Minister, 
Claimed

CLEVELAND UP-Dr. Delo Cory­ 
don Grover, a lawyer and minis­ 
ter who became a vice-president 
and professor at Baldwin-Wallace 
College, died yesterday at Berea 
Community Hospital at 85. 
Dr. Grover, a native of Harts- 
grove in Ashtabula County, retired 
in 1939. In 1916 he became vice- 
president of Berea College, where 
he taught psychology and philoso­ 
phy. 
A graduate of the New Lyme 
Institute in 1887, he received de­ 
grees from Oberlin College, the 
University of Michigan, Boston Un­ 
iversity. Grove City College and( 
Columbia University later award­ 
ed him degrees of doctor of philoso­ 
phy. 
After his admission to the Mich­ 
igan and Ohio bars in 1895, Dr. 
Grover practiced law in Cleveland 
and Warren. Later, after entering 
the Methodist ministry, he served 
churches in Cleveland, suburban 
Cleveland 
Heights, 
Woodsfield, 
Garrettsville and Youngstown. 
A high school principal in Or­ 
well, Ohio, in 1889 and 1890, he took 
a teaching position in 1908 at Bald­ 
win University, which later became 
part of Baldwin-Wallace. 
He went to Scio, Ohio, College 
in 1909. and joined the staff of 
Mount Union College at Alliance, 
Ohio, in 1911, returning to Baldwin- 
Wallace in 1916. Dr. Grover served 
as acting president there in 1934 
and 1935. Last year he became 
president of the Ohio Methodist 
College Assn. 
Surviving are two daughters. 
Dorothy, an English teacher, and 
Mrs. Kathryn Harrington, a for­ 
mer Baldwin - Wallace education 
and psychology professor. His wife, 
Anna, died in 1934. Funeral serv­ 
ices will be held at 1:30 p.m.

West Virginia 
Proposes 6-Cent 
Fuel Tax Hike 
CHARLESTON 
IXI — Today's 
flood of new bills in the Legisla­ 
ture included an unpleasant shock 
for truckers — a proposed increase 
of six cents in the tax on diesel 
fuel instead of the one-cent boost 
recommended by Gov. Marland in 
his roads speech Monday. 
Administration bills introduced in 
the Senate by President Bean and 
in the House by Speaker Flannery 
would increase t h e gasoline tax 
from five cents to ll cents a gal­ 
lon. 
The governor’s speech before a 
joint session Monday — both in 
the a d v a n c e text and as re­ 
produced in the journal—called for 
an increase “ to six cents” in the 
diesel tax. But a spokesman for 
the biD-drafting office 
explained 
that this was a typographical error 
and that the speech was intended 
to propose an increase “of s i x 
cents.” 
The two biUs are among five 
revenue measures which Marland 
recommended as means of raising 
yearly average of $21,600,000 in 
additional money for a 20 - year 
highway program. 
Also introduced 
today w e r e 
measures to provide a bonus for 
the state’s veterans of the Korean 
War and to Liberalize unemploy­ 
ment benefits.

“encouraging” results w i t h corn 
containing 27 per cent moisture— 
too high for safe cribbing. Thus 
artificial drying methods are need­ 
ed.
